112, 2nd paragraph which require further 
consideration. Claims 25 and 28-29, if entered, would be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards the invention. Claim 25, lines 22-23 specify 
that "the coverlets comprise four coverlets." It is unclear whether "the coverlets" refers to the coverlets fixed along the auxiliary frame 
(see line 1 5), the additional coverlets mounted on the support frame, or the TOTAL number of coverlets included in the seat covering 
assembly. Also, "the pluarlity of withdrawing grips" recited in claim 28, line 22 appears to be a double of inclusion of the withdrawing 
grip(s) introduced in line 19.
